It’s pretty ha rd to convince the Sa lem pub­ 
lic tha t they’ve been ta king too ma ny ba ths or

The size of the nuclea r cha rge 
inside, a nd the thickness of the 
sieei ca sing needed to confine the 
fission process long enough for 
ma ximum efficiency of the shell, 
determine its 
dimensions.

should ma ke it a pproxima tely nine 
feet long a nd a little more tha n 
11 inches in dia meter. 
Tha t’s not too much la rger tha n 
the biggest sta nda rd Army field 
a rtillery shells for the 240 mm. 
howitzer, which a re a little more 
tha n nine inches in dia meter a nd 
four feet long. And it’s sma ller in 
dia meter tha n the Na vy’s 16-inch 
shell, which is six feet long. 
It is reported tha t the shell 
ca sing is ma chined into severa l 
different isections with threa ds, so 
tha t they* ca n be screwed together. 
This permits sa fe a ssembly by 
the shell. The different vita l ele­ 
ments, such a s the critica l ma ss 
.of plutonium, ca n be fitted into 
the pa rts of the ca sing sepa ra tely. 
Then sometime just before fir­ 
ing the pa rts ca n be screwed to­ 
gether a nd the shell ma de rea dy 
| for detona tion. The fusing device 
is proba bly in the nose a nd put 
on la st of a ll. 
There’s nothing more compli­ 
ca ted a bout the a ctua l firing of 
a n A-shell tha n the discha rge of 
a ny big gun. The shell is loa ded, 
then ra mmed into the ba rrel the 
proper dista nce. 
The ba gs of powder which pro­ 
pel the shell a re pa cked in by 
ha nd. The breech is closed. And 
when the gun is properly a imed 
it is fired. 
Secreta ry of the Army Fra nk 
Pa ce revea ls tha t the gun ca n be 
fired with a ccura cy compa ra ble 
to conventiona l a rtillery, a nd tests 
indica te it is much more a ccura te 
a t long ra nges. - 
La rgest 
conventiona l 
a rtillery 
round is -the 240 mm. shell. Its 
ra nge is a bout 15 miles. At this 
dista nce it is very a ccura te. Such 
things a s moisture in the a ir, 
wind velocity a nd rota tion of the 
ea rth a re a ll figured in for a im 
ing. 
The a tomic sha ll is expected to 
ha ve considera bly longer ra nge 
with pin point a ccura cy. 
Most secret a nd complex pa rt 
of the A-shell is the device a nd 
method of detona ting the nuclea r 
ma ss a nd timing the explosion lor 
the proper a ltitude a bove the ta T 


get for ma ximum da ma ge. 
Best guess is tha t a proximity 
fuse which ca n be ma de to go off 
a t a pre-set a ltitude or over a 
ma ss of troops is a key pa rt of 
the detona ting system. 
Pa ce a lso gives these other de­ 
ta ils 
a bout 
a n 
a rtillery 
piece 
which ca n fire this a tomic shell: 
“ Ca rried on 
a 
pla tform 
sus­ 
pended between two engine ca bs 
a t front a nd rea r, this highly mo­ 
bile wea pon ca n tra vel a t a speed 
of a bout 35 miles per hour on 
highwa ys. Weighing a bout 75 tons 
it ca n cross bridges which Army 
engineers a re a lrea dy tra ined to 
build for present hea vy divisiona l 
equipment. It ca n tra vel cross­ 
country, or fit into a la nding ship 
designed for a mphibious opera ­ 
tions.” 
Seventy-five tons is three times 
hea vier tha n the tota l weight of 
the 240 mm. howitzer. This grea t 
weight is a ccounted for by the 
bigger size of the gun genera lly 
a nd the engine ca bs a t front a nd 
rea r which ma ke it self-propelled. 
It a lso ha s a new hydra ulic recoil 
a bsorption device. 
The gun, using conventiona l high 
explosive shells, 
ha s been fired 
ma ny times. The Army cla ims 
tha t it’s the best a rtillery wea ­ 
pon ever developed.

IT IS PRETTY TOUGH to fig­ 
ure profits in tha t kind of busi­ 
ness, beca use so ma ny of the 
bushes a nd trees a re sold under 
President ma king so ma ny these t pecuiia r circumsta nces a nd it is 
da ys it is impossible to keep up j ha rd to ca lcula te exa ctly wha t is 
with a ll of them. 
But to get ba ck to bookkeeping, 
a public utility compa ny is re­ 
quired to keep a set of books, a c­ 
cording to the principles of a c­ 
counting la id down by federa l or 
sta te regula tions, whichever regu­ 
la tes it. 
These regula tions a re 
usua lly spelled out in grea t deta il 
a nd there is little cha nce to get 
a round them. It a lso ma kes book­ 
keeping costs very expensive.
